The 
Delaware 
fishery 
question, 
writes a Trenton correspondent to The 
New York Tribune, is au example of 
the cases which have made every law­ 
yer of prominence in New Jersey an 
antiquarian, with ail sorts of curious 
facts at his fingers’ ends. 
Ex-Attv. 
Gen. Robert Gilchrist engage*! in the 
fishery case in 1873, and he has been 
associated with Cortland Parker, John 
P. Stockton, ex-Secretary Frelingbuv- 
sen, and others in its discussion, and 
Secretary Bayard has championed the 
claims of Delaware. 
Mr. Gilchrist’s 
connection with the case has made 
him curiously familiar with the times 
of Charles ll. and with the peculiar­ 
ities of the duke of York and that 
“able politician'1 William Penn, who 
seems to have been successful in get­ 
ting almost anything lie wanted from 
the duke until the latter ran away 
from Whitehall and threw his great 
seal as James 
II. 
into the River 
Thames. 
One of the strange phases 
of the Delaware claim to exclusive 
r 
rivileges on the River Delaware and 
felaware bay is that its people, or 
some of them, fought the claim a hun­ 
dred years ago 
and up to 
near 
the 
lieginning 
of 
the 
present 
century repudiated the guileful Qua­ 
ker’s claims. 
Mr. Penn was almost aa 
hungry as the democratic party; for 
he was a grantee under the duke of 
York as a Jerseyman and a claimant 
from the same source in Delaware and 
Pennsylvania. The Jersey grant. 1663- 
64, renewed after the Dutch defeat, in 
1674, was 
made 
to 
Penn among 
others, and the claim for Delaware 
was subsequent to and inconsistent 
with this. 
New Jersey’s titles to land 
were confirmed in 1702 amt by the 
Revolution. 
Delaware’s claim to the 
fishing 
privileges and to the right to keep Jer- 
soy men from the waters of the rivei 
date back to 1682. 
William Penn hat 
obtained the grant of Pennsylvania, 
but when he arrived he found let 
Swedes in Delaw are occupying the fair 
water front. 
He fixed lustful eyes 
upon the place, ami at length got 8 
grant fjom the duke of York for the 
town of Newcastle and all that lay 
within a twelve-mile circle thereof. 
The duke, unfortunately for Penn, 
had no right to make that grant, his 
brother, King Charles, having never 
given it to him. Penn evidently under­ 
stood the deficiency in tile grant, for 


who have rom e to regard the places they

occupy as their own birthright, w ith power 
have no (tower to form new school dis 
to bequeath them to their heirs and 
simile**#. 
A m ovem ent i# said to be on foot, how ­

GENERAL KOMAROFF. 


How th* Distinguished ltussIm W oo HI* 
Present Rank. 
General Komaroff distinguished him­ 
self by military tact, audacity and re­ 
sourcefulness as 
well 
as 
personal 
bravery in the Russo-Ttirkish campaign 
in Asia Minor in 1877, when he won his 
present rank of General 
After the 
capture of Ardakan, near the Russo- 
Turkish frontier, Colonel Komaroff wa* 
left in command of a detachment which 
had the difficult duty of defending a 
considerable tract of the neighboring 
r#ountainous country, and of protect­ 
ing the Russian frontier as well as lev­ 
ering the flank and rear of the army 
then o|>erating against Kars. 
When 
Hie movement urged by Loris Melikoff 
w as made against Erzeroum, Colonel 
Koinaroflf executed a very bold and suc- 
ecs-ful manoeuver. With a flying squad­ 
ron he advanced from Ardahan, passed 
rapidly round the enemy’* flank, and 
came down upon a part of the Turkish 
force which was holding the PanakPass 
on the Sahanlough Range, which com­ 
mandos! access to the town of Olti ob 
the northern side, whence the Turks in­ 
tended to attack Ardahan. 
Colonel 
KoraarofTs unexpected appearance had 
su h an eflect that the enemy retreated 
at once without fighting, and the Rns- 
.- ans were enabled to occupy Panak 
and Olti, and to capture two thousand 
rifles and five hundred thousand cart­ 
ridges. 
When at a subsequent period of the 
campaign the Russian troops were or- 
dercd to retire from Hadj-\ ali, Colonel 
Komaroff, with his detachment, found 
himself placed in a very perilous posl- 
i on by reason of the withdrawal of 
t ie main column of tho Russian force, 
fr<>m which he became separator! by a 
distance of from four to five miles, 
wbiV he was exjK>sed to Turkish tire 
from the twin heights of Great and 
Little Yalta. 
Bv a dash he drove oft 
til • two hundred Turkish cavalry’ who 
lichi the '^v at Yalta, stationed a body 
< f his own men in their place and, un­ 
it r cover of their tire, brought the 
main part of his own force round to 
the eastern slope of the hill, where, 
after a time, they were joined bv re­ 
inforcements from the Russian array 
nuder the very nose of the enemy, and 
th • whole force was en a b le to retire in 
order. 
During the attack of the Turks on 
the night of July SI (August I) upon 
the Kasdan camp at Kiourlouk-Dara, 
Colonel—or rather at this date (Jen­ 
era!—Komaroff, for he had already 
been 
promoted to that rank, 
was

over the linen, that she jumped up, and 
he shot ber, inflicting a slight flesh 
wound in her side, she then rushed at 
him, and snatching the revolver from 
him, shot him through the heart.

The most common food for tin 
dogs Is w alni—'kin, almut an inch tc 
an inch and a half thick, cut in strip? 
: each about as wide as it Is thick, anti 
I from a foot to eighteen inches long. 
The dog swallows one of these strips a? 
I he would a snake, and it is so tough 
! that when he bas swallowed about 
twelve pieces it is no great w onder that 
he does not want anything more foi 
two days. 
Sometimes they cut the foot 
up into little pieces inside tho igloo, 
Wh ere the dogs can not trouble them. 
and then throw it out on tile snow: bul 
this is not altogether a good way: for 
then the 
little dogs get it all while 
the big dogs are fighting, for these hip 
burly fellows are sure to have an un­ 
necessary row over each feeding.

pieces too large to sw allow at a gulf 
are throw n out the large dogs get tin 
food; and so, between the big d o g s anc 
the little dpg?., the Esquim au’boys have 
a h^rd time making an equal distribu­ 
tion among the animals.
